PREFACE. 


This is a catalogue of the eighth division of the remarkable 
Print Collection made during many years by Mr. Frederic 
R. Halsey, the sale of which has already brought to the owner 
larger returns than have been realized from the sale of any 
other print collection in America. 


This division consists of engraved portraits of the leaders 
of the French Revolution and of Napoleon and the distin- 
guished men and women who were his contemporaries. It is 
one of the most interesting collections ever shown in New 
York. Many eminent engravers are represented here, and 
they have reproduced the work of some of the most famous 
portrait painters of the XVIIth and XVIIIth Centuries. 


The forty portraits of Louis XVI illustrate his career from 
his youth to his trial, condemnation, and execution, and among 
them are many rarities. At the age of 16 he had married 
Marie Antoinette and her fate was as tragic as his own. Of 
the forty-five portraits of the famous daughter of Maria 
Theresa the stipple by Curtis after a painting by Dufroe, 
the mezzotint by Brookshow after his own painting, and the 
mezzotint by Haid after the portrait by Milliez are of the 
highest celebrity. The collection contains many portraits of 
the contemporaries of Louis and particularly of the ladies 
of the court and the soldiers and statesmen of his time. 
There are also important engravings of Louis XVII and 
Louis XVIII. Nearly all the leaders in the reign of blood 
that followed the popular uprising against the inherited evils 
of the reign of Louis XVI are portrayed here, including 
Calonne, Necker, Beaumarchais, Mirabeau, Marat, Barere, 
and Couthon. Among the nine portraits of Charlotte Corday 


is the wonderful stipple by Tassaert after the drawing by 
Hauer, which is the rarest and best of her portraits. The 
drawing was made when Charlotte Corday was on trial before 
the Tribunal. 


Mr. Halsey gathered no less than seventy-eight fine por- 
traits of Napoleon, and most of them are of the highest inter- 
est to collectors. Of the mezzotints the most celebrated are 
those by John Raphael Smith after Appiani, Schott after 
David, and Charles Turner after Masquerier, which is a beau- 
tiful impression printed in colors. The aquatint by Ebner 
after Guerin is of great rarity. Three stipple and line- 
engravings rarely found in any collection are Tassaert’s and 
Cazenave’s after a drawing by Naudet, Chataigner’s engrav- 
ing after his own design, and the magnificent ‘‘Rentrée de 
Napoleon le Grand’’ by Mariage. The stipple by Cardon 
after a drawing by Boze is of great celebrity, but of even 
higher importance to the collector is the original drawing 
from which this splendid engraving was made. The portraits 
of Empress Josephine and Empress Marie Louise are ex- 
tremely interesting, particularly the mezzotint of the former 
published by Fairburn—a very fine and brilliant impression. 


A glance through the catalogue will show that few great 
soldiers, statesmen, and rulers of Revolutionary and Napo- 
leonic times had been overlooked when Mr. Halsey finished 
this division of his great collection, and an examination of | 
the prints themselves will show the intelligent and careful 
discrimination with which he collected them.
